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BUSINESS OUTLOOK BEST SINCE THE WAR 


The Middle West, a canvass of leading industries reveals, is 
wholly optimistic. It is safe to say that sentiment, business-wise, 
is better at present than at any time this year. Virtually all lines, 
steel, lumber, railroads, building materials, packing, merchandise, 
anticipate a steadily mounting business in the next few months, 
with a prospect that before the year ends the turnover will ex­ 
ceed the best mark of last spring. 
The late spring and summer months were not conducive to 
good business. 
Weather was unseasonable and there were too 
many uncertainties in the political and foreign situation to permit 
of any extensive commitments. 
Now, however, there is hardly a cloud of any particularly 
dark hue on the horizon. 
Politically the outlook is most encour­ 
aging. Whether the Democrats or the Republicans are success­ 
ful in the forthcoming national balloting, business does not figure 
it will be hurt in view of the caliber of men heading the two party 
tickets, and the platform planks, none of which are unsettling in 
character. The LaFollette movement is not taken particularly se­ 
riously, although it is not being entirely eliminated in the business 
reckoning. On that score then the record appears clean. 
Internationally, the outlook is the best since 1917. The Dawes 
plan is calculated to put Europe on her feet financially and start 
her natives to work again. There is a broad purchasing power 
there that is certain to absorb tremendous quantities of American 
grain, meat and byproducts and manufactured goods of various 
description. 
At home the considerations usually entering into business cal­ 
culations are mainly favorable. Money is cheap and credit ample, 
and not even bankers anticipate any considerable advance in inter­ 
est rates. Underlying purchasing power is large, particularly in 
viewr of the fact that the farmer can now be counted to do his 
share of the buying. Considerable building and repairing remains! 
to be done, notably in farm rehabilitation and road building which 
is going to keep the building and allied industries busy.

Georgia’s crop will bring in $100,000,000 more this year than 
last, and the State will jump from eighteenth place among the 
States to fifth or sixth in point of value of agricultural crops, if 
/th e latest estimates of the United States Department of Agri- 
r culture hold good. 
Tile latest estimate of worth of Georgia’s crops this year is 
$337,942,000 against production for 1923 of $236,000,000. 
The cotton crop is estimated at 1,080,000 bales, worth ap­ 
proximately $152,280,000. The corn crop is given at 59,256,000 
bushels, worth $ 16,000,000, and the sweet potato crop will run 
more tvnan 10,000,000 bushels, worth more than $15,000,000.
